The shock appears to have been 


most severe in the neighborhood of 
Cosenza, capital of the province. It 
frigtened thousands of persons and 
drove th,em into the open, where they 
insist on staying. They prefer to risk I 
coM and Its consequent

burled in the ruins of their homes. 


Throughout the earthquake belt in 


Central Italy, even in towns where 
many of the buildings are still stand-

THE TRIBUNE finds much to commend in the decision of 


Cincinnati judge who recently discharged Eddie Foy, the comedian 
from custody after he had been arrested for appearing on the stagt 
with seven little Poys, who executed a drill that prompted much 
applause from the audience. The Ohio child labor law declares that 
children under 14 years cannot appear professionally on the stage, 
and on complaint of an official of the Juvenile Protective Associa- 
tion Poy and his manager were arrested. 


Foy and Mrs. Foy testified that they were accompanied on their 


theatrical tours by a teacher, who attended to the education of their 
children, and produced the teacher, who put her young charges 
through their recitations with good results. At the conclusion of 
the testimony the court said: 


I respect the law and the Juvenile Protective Associa- 


tion, but, in my opinion, this is an unlawful arrest, and such 
things as this, and other reform movements, have, in a great 
measnft, retarded the progress of this city. Common sense 
should at all tunes be used in cases of this kind. I saw the 
performance Sunday night and saw nothing wrong with it. A 
father and mother have the right to keep their children with 
them, whether on the stage or not. 
Then the court Congratulated Mrs. Foy on being the mother of 


such a fine family, the teacher on being so capable, and turned Foy 
«nd his manager loose. 


This looks like common sense applied to conditions. It is one 


of those instances where justice was tempered with principle. While 
THE TRIBUNE does not believe in exploiting little children for 
gain, on the stage or elsewhere, this case lacks all the elements of 
exploitation.

When my free speech measure was presented to the 


City Council, MayorMott said: "This man Painless Par- 
Ker doesn't live in this city; he doesn't pay any taxes 
here. He's a carpet-bagger and a quacK and a f aKer." 


All of us do and say things in the heat of passion that we would not do 


or say in our calmer moments. 


The law recognizes this fact and draws a distinction between he who 


commits deliberate and premeditated murder, and he who takes a life in 
the heat-of passion. 


The law also protects a. public official in what he says while acting- in a 


legislative capacity. As example. Mayor Mott may. if. he desires, call me . 
a carpet-bagger,"-a quack and a faker while sitting in his official capacity 
in the council chamber, and be protected by. the law of privileged utter- 
ance, while if he should make such a statement anywhere else I could 
call him to legal account by>an action for slander, which, of course, I 
would surely do.. 


The question before the voters is not whether Painless Parker is a. car- 


pet-bagger, quack and faker, or whether Mayor Mott and Chief Petersen 
are this or that. Calling names proves nothing. If it did the Dental 
Trust would long ago have put Painless Parker out of business in Cali- 
fornia, 


The question is: Shall the constitutional right of free speech on the 


streets of Oakland be denied by arbitrary .powers given the JIayor and 
Chief of Police under a council-made-Iaw? Shall such a. law be used by 
the Mayor and Chief of Police against my free lectures on dentistry and 
free treatments on the streets when the ultimate effect is to help the 
Dental Trust keep the people in ignorance about their own teeth so that 
Trust dentists can. prevent competition and enforce the Trust code of 
dental ethics? 


Suppose'that I do reside in Marin County instead of Alameda County, 


does that make of me a carpet-bagger? Do Mayor Mott and Chief Peter- 
sen become "carpet-baggers" when they go across the bay to San Fran- 
cisco? I pay taxes in Oakland, and have as much, if not more, in- 
vested in my dental office here at the comer of Twelfth and Broadway, as 
Mayor Mott has invested in his real estate office at the next corner of 
the same block. 


As to whether I am a quack and a faker, I cannot see 


that Mayor Mott has any divine right to pass upon that 
question. I am willing to leave that to the people of 
Oakland who engage my services as a. dentist. 


For 25 years I have denied the Dental Trust the right 


to brand me a quack and a faker simply because I do 
not observe their code of ethics, and certainly I am not 
going to give Mayor Mott and Chief Petersen any such 
pragmatic rights. 


I know the penalty of leadership in every field of 


human endeavor. When a. man's work becomes a 
standard for the world, whether in dentistry, art, 
literature or business, he becomes a. target for the 
shafts of the envious few. If his work be merely 
mediocre, he is left severely alone—if I was a one- 
horse, jim-crow tooth tinker. Mayor Mott. Chief Peter- 
sen and the Dental Trust wouldn't care if I went out 
on the street comer and stood on my head. 


Jealousy does not aim at the artist who produces a 


commonplace painting, bnt a masterpiece will set all the 
forked tongues of envy awagging. The leader, is as-' 
sailed because he is a leader. The follower of tradition 
and ethics, failing to equal or excel, seeks to depreciate 
and to destroy. Genius always pay the penalty as well 
as receives the reward. 


This is nothing new. It is the worid-old human pas- 


sions of envy, fear, greed. If the leader truly leads 
he remains the leader. The master-painter, 
master- 


writer, master-merchant, master-dentist, each in his 
turn is assafled by little minds, and each holds his 
laurels because he is a master. That which is good 
and great, that which is a benefit to humanity and adds 
to the world's happiness and betterment, survives the 
loud clamor of denial and slander. That which de- 
serves'to live—lives. 


Just at present Mayor Mott may feel that the people 


of Oakland do not appreciate his services in office. He 
may feel that the people are ungrateful; thatie has 


done his best and deserves better than he is receiving 
at trie hands of the people in the closing days of his 
public service as Mayor. 


But even if that is true, surely I am not to blame, 


and the Mayor need not assume the disposition of a 
bear with a sore ear because I happen to appear in his 
official pathway, demanding that a wrong done me be 
righted. 


"After me the deluge" should not be the feeling of. 


the Mayor and Chief of Police simply because the 
present administration is nearing an end. 


I have faith in the voters knowing what they want 


with reference to speaking on the streets, and I am 
willing to leave the question to them. If the city coun- 
cil does not restore to the people the right' of free 
speech and peaceable assemblage on the streets, I shall 
put tbe free speech ordinance on the ballot by petition, 


" The people never authorized the council to pass a Taw 
taking away from them this right and giving to the 
Mayor and Chief of Police the arbitrary power to say 
who should and who should not be permitted to speak 
on the streets, and I don't believe the voters will hesi- 
tate to pass this measure if the council refuses to do so. 


Certainly calling me names will not convince the 


voters that I am wrong in giving free lectures and 
treatments or. the street, ar.d that Mayor Mott and 
Chief Peterson and the Dental Trust, are right. A 
thing is either right or it is wrong, and no amount of 
billingsgate vcill change the facts.

DEFECTS IN JUDICIAL SYSTEM. 


The judicial branch of the government 


of California, a3 in many other states or 
the union, has for a. long time been se- 
verely criticised for its frequent failure 
to furnish our citizens with the aieans of 
obtaining speedy justice in the courts, 


.-'4£ yet no important change has been made 
' %-ivith regard to our judiciary. We are 


/beginning to ask. what is wrong with 
this branch of our government? 
Somo

people believe tho failure can be renie- 


• 
~ died by changes in court procedure. Cer- 


tainly many Improvements can be made 
In this respect, but the undersigned is 
one of those who are convinced that a 
more potent cause of the trouble is the 
fact that a large number of our judges 
are lacking in the requisite brains, legal 
education, earnestness and Independence, 
or In one or other of these necessary 
prerequisites for men who are to fill 
such high, and responsible positions. 
This is not aa Indictment of our en- 


tire bench. The many able men holding 
Judicial ofHca are constantly showing us. 
by painful contrast, what is lacking in 
so many of the others. But the increas- 
ing nuraber of judges elected for no 
other reason on earth escept that they 
are good "mixers" Is a grave menace. 


EXPERTS REQUIRED. 


.. A good judge, as well as a good en- 
gineer, architect or physiciia, must t/e 
a. man with special training to fit him 


. _ for tie proper performance ot his du- 
•^ ' • ties. And yet we elect as judges many 


men whose knowledge of the law is held 
in contempt by lawyers practicing be- 
fore them. A judge without the proper 
learning arid training in the law, who 
confuses the principles of the law as laid 
down In the books, makes many a hit-or- 
miss decision which works injustice on 
litigants, and the law itself, as sound as 
It may be. is brought into disrepute and 
contempt- The respoTiribllity for the so- 
called "technicalities" that so often clog 
the administration of justice rests to a 
great extent upoa judges who, unable to 
apply the great principles of ia-.v. grasp 
at «ome maxim or at some single sectios 
of the written law and confusedly mis- 
apply it. 


REMEDIES BEING CONSIDERED. 
Thfc Question at once arises, is there 


anything fundamentally wrong with our 
method of selecting judges? It is sig- 
nificant that this matter Is being earn- 


J^ 
eastlv discussed by several associations 
•whose chief object is the discussion of 
public affairs. 
The Commonwealth. Club 


of California, at its meeting in December, 
1912. received and discussed the reports of 
Its committees on civil and criminal pro- 
cedui£. and the discussion disclosed a. 
strong sentiment in favor of having 
judges appointed. This brought about the 
appointment of a committee on "selection 
of judges." The meeting of that club 5n 
May. ISl-i, was devoted to the majority 


« i^ 
and minority rej.-orts of that committee. 
A postal vote of tbe members of the 
club subsequently taken declared in favor 
o' the appointment of judges J>r nearly 
niae to one. The members represent 
nearly aU lines of business.and various 
professions. The Economic Club of San 
Krancieco, at its meeting in February, 
1914. debated the Question, "Is there any 
general fundamental and vital defect in 
our present administration of justice?" 
This debate likewise brought forth the 
cxpr&ssioTi of opinion thax our method of 
telecUag Judges was wrong. 


WHY ELECTIVE SYSTEM FAILS. 
The reason why judges should be ap- 


pointed rather than «!ected is being dis- 
closed by the operation o' the direct 
primary. The people center thvir ,-i;t»n- 
tjon, at elections, upon th-e men who 
cotne before them with some program or 
propaganda which they advocate on th« 
stump—reform of some kind, perhaps, or 
retrenchment, or «xter.?;ori oC govern-

GOOD JUDGES APPOINTED. 


In Alamc<ia county, for instance, where 


the judges of the Superior Court are 
highly spoken of by all lawyers as coa- 
fctentious and impartial men, it happens 
that nearly alt of these Judges came into 
ofnc« as appointees of the governor to 
nil vacancies. They have been continued 
in ofiice, not because the general pub- 
lie knows of their qualiScatlons, 
but 


merely because their names have been 
familiar to the voters. This is proveu by 
the' fact, so apparent to thos« in touch 
•with the courts throughout the state. 
that the unworthy judge is re-elected as 
easily as one with a good record. 


The convention system had so man\- 
lauits that it has been discarded for the 
direct priinary. which Is certainly an im- 
provement so far as the legislative and 
chief executive offices are concerned. But 
as applied to the judiciary, we have 
jumped from the fryiiis-pan Into the fire. 
We had better chances for good Judges 
•under the old system. Even when the 
members of a convention had little con- 
cern for the public interest and nominated 
men merely as a matter of favor, they 
would eeldom select men absolutely with- 
out qualifications for the position, as that 
would Jeopardize the success of the ticket. 
Beside*. It would often happen that the 
bosses, anxious to capture the administra- 
tive offices for the 
patronage, 
would 


nominate men ot well-known, ability and 
Integrity for the office of judge for tha 
purpose of bolstering- up the ticket. Many 
of the able and upright men now on the 
bench were chosen in this way. But even 
this assistance! is no longer given to the 
voter. Hereafter, if -we continue the elec- 
tive system, it will simply be "Vote for 
Jim So-and-so for judge; he's a good 
fellow," or "he's a member of my lodge." 
that will swing the most votes, since, 
for the reasons I have already stated. 
few people outside of the lawyers and 
the men in touch with practical politics 
know anything about the candidates for 
judicial office. 
APPOINTMENT OF JUDGES IN OTHER 


STATES AND COUNTRIES. 


If we compare our method of selecting 


judges with that of other countries, where 
the judicial system hasrnot fallen into 
disrepute, we at once note that no other 
people attempt to choose their judges by 
popular election. It Is claimed that the 
the popular election of Judges is a neces- 
sary feature o' d-emocralic government? 
Great Britain. Canada and Australia are 
ail democratic In the true sen-ie. by which 
we mean that the people rule. Thos- 
countries elect their legislators and their 
real, as distinguished from their fi<Tira- 
tive. executive heads by direct vote of 
the people: yet their judges, who stand 
hi§rh m public esteem, are appointed- Nor 
can the appointive system be car:?!<le~(J 
1n tne least un-American, when v,-e note 
taat eleven, or nearly one-fourth, of the 
suites of our Union choose their Judges 
tarough the governor, or tha legislature 
or concurrent action of both. The people 
oi the New- England states have aj- 
ways been noted for their intense d*- 
mocracy. but in not a single one of t-ho^ 
sis states Is there at the present time 
sacn a thing as the popular election of 
Judges. la at least one of our states, 
Mississippi, the system of popular el-c^

ACTCfG FOR GERMANS? 


Th^ British r»«tp does not undertake 


to assert the right of Great Britain 
to Interfere with ships purchased and 
transferred to tba American flag In 
a legitimate way. The objection to 
the transfer of the Dacla. according 
to the British view, is that it was not 
genuine, It being intimated that the 
British government believes 
the 
American purchaser really was act- 
ing for German principals. 
The Dxcla's cotton cargo admittedly 
is not subject to seizure, and the Brit- 
ish note leaves it to be Inferred that'If 
the owners of the cotton do not make 
other arrangements for its shipment 
to Germany and the Dacla puts to sea. 
the cotton either -n-111 be unloaded in 
an English port and placed at. the dis- 
posal of the owners to forward to 
Germany by another and neutral ship 
or appropriated by the British gov- 
ernment on payment to the owners of 
Its Invoice value. 


TO TAKE CHAXCEL 


The State Department already has 
informed Mr. Brietune of Marquette, 
Mich., the owner of the ship, of the 
refusal of the British government to 
promise not to seize the Dacla on this 
particular trip. A3 he has stated to 
the department that the 
freight 
charges upon the cotton with which 
the Dacla Is loaded would about equal 
the purchase price of the vessel, it is 
assumed that he will take the chance 
of making a voyage; and if the ship U 
seized, will go before a. British prize 
court. 
State Department officials are of 
the. opinion that such a court would 
liberate the Dacla If the British gov- 
ernment is content, as it says it is, to 
take its stand upon the genuineness 
of the transfer. In view of the evi- 
dence on that point which already has 
been submitted to the department.
